Applicants state that the 
examiner contends that the as-flled specification teaches center-to-center spacing of about 1 mm to about 3 mm. Contrary, to applicants' 
assertion the examiner contend that the center-to-center is in the range of 1-3 mm. and not about 1. Since applicant has not pointed out 
support for the newly amended claim hence, the rejections under 112 and prior art have not been overcome. 
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
